1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in 
the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with 
which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

The present disclosure simply suggests an attitude measurement/calibration system 
without any details to enable one ordinarily skilled to make and use the same. No specific 
techniques for determining an attitude and position with respect to a CCD line and a CCD array 
have been described. No detection by "comparison" to "calculated orientation parameters" has 
been shown. No embodiment using a single source has been shown or described, whereas the 
drawings begin to show at least two sources. No output has been shown in the system of the 
drawings to make it complete. 

2. The specification is objected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as above. 

3. The drawings are objected under 37 CFR 1.83 for not showing every feature claimed as 
argued above. Also, box representation must be labeled under 37 CFR 1.83. 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 
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5. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Zehnpfennig 
et al. 

Zehnpfennig teaches in Fig. 1A relative orientation of a "remote" platform 12a with 
respect to a measurement frame 14a with one or more measuring modules in 14a. Measurements 
are made with respect to the known positions of retroreflectors Rl, R2, and/or R3. Since relative 
orientation is the parameter being measured, a known orientation must be established for 
subsequent measurements to have any meaning. Therefore the comparison claimed would have 
been obvious in producing meaningful orientation output in Zehnpfennig.
